St. Petersburg, Feb. 25.—Russia, through 
the Russian Minister at Athens, M. K. Onou, 
has called upon Greece to withdraw all of

Russia’s Motive. 

The foregoing semi-official announcement 
was accompanied by a long and involved 
statement of the motives actuating Russia— 
viz. : 

That to prevent the extension of the revolu- 
tion to other portions of the Turkish Empire, 
imperliing the peace of Europe, a stop must 
be put to the action of Greece, which is in op- 
position to international law. 

Before negotiations for a future Cretan 
constitution can be entered upon, it is as- 
serted, Russia has resolved to restore order 
in Crete. Then, after the Greek evacuation, 
under the protection of the powers, an auton- 
omous government would be installed under 
the suzerainty of the Sultan. In this policy, 
it is claimed, Russia is supported by France, 
Germany, and Austria. 


England and Italy Not Mentioned. 


Throughout the entire statement neither 


England nor Italy is mentioned, but Greece 
is warned that should she, in blind miscon- 
ception of her own intefests, allow herself 
to be excited by self-seeking friends to per- 
sist in her present attitude under the false 
iuea that the powers are not united, because 
at the outset one or another has not con- 
curred in Russia’s proposals, Russia is re- 
solved to take reprisals, the first step being 
the blockade of the Pirzeus. 

The powers considered the Greek annexa~ 
tion of Crete out of the question, and it is as- 
serted in the consciousness of their absolute 
support, Russia will be in a position to pre- 
vent the Cretan question from imperiling the 
peace of Europe, even should any individual 
power refuse to accede to the proposed meas- 
ures.

Senate Committee Adopts Amendment 
Removing Objection te Last 
Year’s Appropriation. 


A telegram sent yesterday to C J. 8.

Mr. Teller now took the floor for a brief 
but passionate speech favoring thc resolu- 
tion.

Mr. Hill interrupted to express the hope 
that the passage of the resolution would at 
least. have a moral effect upon the next ad- 
ministration. 


Sherman Takes a Stand. 


Continuing Mr. White criticised the effort 
to have this important question considered 
at a time when the appropriation bills were 
pressing, and declared that as much aa he 
was interested in the appropriation bills he 
would not be foreclose’ from expressing his 
opinion on the Cuban question as presented 
under the pending resolution. He said Mr. 
Sherman would soon assume the responsi- 
bility for the conduct of the State Depart- 
ment and he could well afford to wait until 
that time. 

This brought Mr. Sherman to his feet, who 
replied with spirit, complaining that he 
should not be dragged into the debate, which, 
he said, he did not want to enter. He said 
the Sanguilly resolution commanded his ap- 
proval, as he felt that Sangulillly had been 
made the subject of almost barbarous in- 
justice.., 

“I say, therefore,” he said, “that Mr. 
Sanguilly’s rights shou!d be respected and 
guarded by the United States, but I am not 
in favor of debating the resolution at this 
time, when it standsin the way of appropria- 
tion bills.’’ 

He had agreed to the reporting by Mr. 
Morgan of the resolution and he had voted 
against its consideration when it antago- 
nized the appropriation bills, and he saw no 
inconsistency in this course. But this feel- 
ing on his part that appropriations should 
be provided could not prevent him from en- 
tering his protest against violence and 
wrong, and he trusted that the time would 
never come when he could see a man robbed 
of his rights as Sanguilly had been without 
uttering his protest. He would not, if he 
could prevent it, see Sanguilly driven to the 
point of suicide, as another American cit- 
izen in Cuba seemed to have been. 

‘*I am,” he said in conclusion, ‘‘ opposed 
to tyranny and wrong wherever en- 
countered, and I should stand by Mr. Sar- 
guilly if I stood alone.”’ 

At 5:30 p. m., while Mr. White was still

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—{Special.]— 
Gen. Lee still insists on the acceptance of 
his resignation. Secretary Olney desires 
to recall him, prefer charges of dereliction 
in the performance of his official duties, and 
throw whatever odium may arise from the 
scandal in the closing days of the administra- 
tion upon Gen, Lee. 

‘From the outset Mr. Olney strongly fa- 
vored the ftmmediate acceptance of Lee’s 
resignation or his prompt recall. The Pres- 
ident as vigorously antagonized action of 
this character and urged a compromise by 
which the Consul-General would be per- 
suaded to reconsider his intention of retir- 
ing from office, 

This disagreement of views created so 
much unpleasantness between the Presi- 
dent and his Secretary of State that an 
open breach was only averted by the fact 
that but six days of their time of office 
remains. Had the period of service been 
longer Mr. Olney would have promptly ten- 
dered his own resignation and withdrawn 
from the Cabinet. 


Telegram from Lee. 

A brief but conclusive telegram was re- 
ceived this morning from Gen. Lee, in which 
he informed Secretary O!ney in onesentence 
that his resignation would not be recon- 
sidered, and asking permission to obtain 
his passports and leave Havana. 

The Secretary of State sent Gen. Lee a de- 
tailed and unmistakable synopsis of the 
situation and indicated what will follow any 
further persistence on the part of the Con- 
sul-General. The Secretary is said to have 
carefully gone over the whole ground cov- 
ered by Gen, Lee’s expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the course pursued by the State 
Department, declared the belief that Lee 
had acted hastily and without sufficient 
cause. Lastly, in the event that all other 
arguments and persuasions failed, Secre- 
tary Olney is said to have assured Gen. Lee 
that a further intimation from him that his 
resignation was still effective would result 
in his instant recall on the grounds that he 
had been remiss in protecting American 
citizens from Spanish oppression and that 
he himself was blamable for the condition 
of Americans in Cuba rather than the State 
Department. 

He is said to have called attention to the 
case in point, which furnishes the basis 
for Gen. Lee to request additiqnal support, 
even to the extent of warships being sent to 
Havana, and stated that Dr. Ruiz was in 
solitary confinement for 315 hours, under the 
most aggravated cincumstances, and no re- 
port was received from Gen. Lee. 


Says Lee Was Tardy. 


No statement came from the Consul-Gen- 
eral until the death of Dr. Ruiz was an- 
nounced to him and he was beyond the need 
of protection. Lee’s attention is called to 
the additional fact that the Department 
acted with the utmost promptness when 
asked for an investigation of the death of 
Dr. Ruiz and that all the details as stated 
by him were at once cabled to the United 
States Minister at Madrid, with instructions 
to lay the matter before the Spanish au- 
thorities and demand the most careful in- 
quiry to be instituted. 

There is no shadow of doubt that Secretary 
Olney would have recalled Gen. Lee last 
Monday if the President had not made a 
personal interference of so determined a 
character that the Secretary had no alter- 
native but to temporarily yield or resign. 


May Ask Lee’s Recall. 


The strained relations between the Pres- 
ident and Mr. Olmey as a result of the Lee 
incident almost immediately developed into 
an open secret. 

There is little doubt if Lee reiterates his 
request of this morning for permission to 
obtain his passports Secretary Olney will 
openly announce his recall. He will not 
only make public his cablegram announcing 
the degradation of Gen. Lee, but give pub- 
licity to all the correspondence bearing on 
the murder of Dr. Ruiz, together with a con- 
cise statement attempting to show that if 
this is a sample of the manner in which Gen. 
Lee has protected American citizens his use- 
fulness should have been terminated pefore 
he went to Havana. 

Lee Compliments Havana Spaniards. 


Havana, Feb. 25.—Consul-General Lee to- 
day handed to the Associated Press corre- 
spondent the following general statement 
with the request that it be circulated: 
““Neither our flag nor young American 
women have ever been insulted here. On the 
contrary, I have always found the Spaniards 
courteous and polite to all Americans, as 
weil as to every one else.’ 


SPAIN BEGINNING T0 BE ALARMED. 


Efforts Making by Tetuan to Impress 
“he Government with the Neces- 
sity of Conciliation.

Publishing Company, New York 
World.J—The state of the relations between 
the United States and Spain is occupying 
more attention here now than the war in 
Cuba. 

Numerous dispatches have been passing 
since Sunday between the Madrid Foreign 
Office, the Spanish Legation at Washing- 
ton, and the authorities at Havana, and also 
between tho State Department at Washing- 
ton and the American Legation here. 

The strictest secrecy is maintained, but it 
has leaked out that the Duke of Tetuan, 
Spain’s Minister of Foreign Affairs, had 
several conferences within the laet twenty- 
four hours with the President of the Coun- 
efl, the Ministers of War and of the Colonies 
in order to impress upon them the necessity 
of conciliating foreign governments by 
prompt, energetic action. 

He has also visited thd Queen at the pal- 
ace to convey to her information on the 
subject, and there is said to be a prospect of 
a satisfactory solution of the present prob- 
lem. 

e Madrid press advises the government 
to act quickly and sternly in investigating 
and punishing those persons who are re- 
sponsible for the acts that have led not only 
the American Government, but also the 
French and English Governments to demand 
redress for unwarranted arrest, detention, 
and treatment of their citizens and subjects 
by the authorities in Cuba. 

The government is very hopeful of de- 
cisive military operations in that island be- 
fore a change of administration in the Unit- 
ed States.

Passenger from Havana Declares the 
Spanish Governor Himself Mur- 
dered the American Dentist. 


Key West, Fila., Feb. 25.—A passenger 
from Havana who has just landed here from 
the steamer Olivette says that Dr. Ricardo 
Ruiz was killed by Fondesviela, the Span- 
ish Governor of Guanabacoa. The passen- 
ger said the Governor, Fondesviela, visited 
Dr. Ruiz in his place of confinement and vio- 
lently questioned him. Ruiz resented the 
Governor’s brutal manner, and th‘s so an- 
gered Fondesviela that he seized a club, 
struck the unfortunate man on the head, and 
so caused his death. 


SECRETARY OLNEY TRIES TO EXPLAIN 


His High Sense of International 
Courtesy Is Not to Be Disturbed 
by Pepular Clamor. 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 25.—Inquiry dis- 
closes the fact that nothing that has oc- 
curred in Cuba recently, and no clamor that 
has been raised over the reported intention 
of Consul-General Lee to resign, has af- 
fected in any degree the policy the ad- 
ministration has laid down for its guidance. 
The officials of the State Department insist 
that their record is clear upon the point at 
present involved—viz.: The efforts made to 
extend legal protection to American citizens 
in Cuba. 

Touching the statement that comes from 
Havana to the effect that relations are 
strained over the detention ‘“ incommuni- 
cado " of the American, Scott, it is said that 
the man has been placed in communication 
with the outside world, including the United 
States Consul-General, and that complaint 
has been removed. In the case of Ruiz, 
who was either killed or a victim of suicide 
in his cell, a thorough investigation has been 
instituted by the Madrid authorities upon 
the representations of United States Min- 
ister Taylor, and it is not doubted that if 
the facts as disclosed establish the right of 
Ruiz to American citizenship and of his 
cxilling the Spanish authorities will ‘make 
such amends as international practice re- 
quires. 

Senator Hale received a telegram from 
Secretary Olney, in which. Mr. Olney said in 
effect that Consul-General Lee never has 
asked for passports, never has asked for 
warships, and that the whole story of his 
tendering his resignation is a fake.

SPANIARDS AMBUSHED AND KILLED 


Cubans Lead a Force of Guerrillas Into 
a Narrow Path and Slaughter 
Most of Them. 


Havana, Feb. 25.—A bloody engagement 
between a Spanish and a Cuban force on the 
outskirts of Sankikra City took place on 
Feb, 18. 

Sixty guerrillas and sixty mobilized Ha- 
vana firemen under Capt. Blanco left the, 
Pulido plantation, near San Antonio, to | 
reconnoiter the surrounding country. Short- 
ly after leaving their headquarters the Span- 
ish forces exchangéd shots with the insur- 
gent outposts. The Spaniards advanced and 
the Cubans apparently retreated. 

In pursuing the insurgents the Spanish 
guerrillas and firemen entered a narrow path 
bordered on each side by thick bushes. Sud- 
denly 200 insurgent cavalry an¢é a hundred 
infantry under the leadership of Garciaes 
and Mendetie attacked the Spaniards with 
loud cries of “ Al machete, al machete.” 

A scene of terrible carnage followed. The 
Spanish vanguard eventually broke and fled, 
throwing the main body into confusion, in 
the midst of which the Spanish fired wildly 
at each other as well as the insurgents, 
while others threw away their arms and 
fled, finally being overtaken by the insur- 
gents and put to the machete. 

The Spanish force left forty-six men killed 
and two wounded on the field. The insur- 
gents rémained on the field for an hour pick- 
ing up the arms thrown away by the troops 
and finishing the Spanish wounded, 


EDITOR OF LA LUCHA TO FIGHT DUEL 


His Opponent Is to Be Senor Morote, 
the Correspondent of El 
Liberal.

Her two 
daughters, Mrs. Fitzsimmons and Miss Theo 
Julian, were at her bedside at the time. 

All during her illness *“‘ Lanky Bob” was 
Mrs. Julian’s one thought. When she heard 
of his cold she worried,- and asked contin- 
ually for news of him and told his wife: 

** Rose, I want you to telegraph Bob; tell 
him to put a flaxseed poltice on his chest, 
and to drink some hot flaxseed tea with 
lemon in it.”’ 

Later she said: *‘ He’ll win; Bob will win.” 

Mrs. Julian was 45 years ofage. The pres- 
ent Mrs. Fitzsimmons is the pugilist’s sec- 
ond wife. The first Mrs. Fitzsimmons is 
now married to the present Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mon’s brother, Martin Julian, Fitzsimmon’s 
manager. The two families live happily to- 
gether.

Carson, Nev., Feb. 25.—[{Copyright, 1897, 
by W. R. Hearst.}]—In reply to your request 
for my opinion of Corbett’s condition I have 
to say that it is in every way satisfactory 
to me. After the bout with Sharkey I must 
admit that I was alarmed for Jim’s future. 
It seemed to me then that his bolt was shot, 
but I am sure at the present time that such 
is not the case. I have been here now two 
days, and I have kept close watch 6n Jim 
while at work. His condition is perfection, 
and the only thing he has to guard against 
is doing too much before the fight. 

He has promised me that he will exercise 
moderation in this,respect, and when in a 
day or two the roads dry out sufficiently I 
expect that his afternoon exercise will be 
more in the form of pastime than anything 
else. At present he is allright in every way. 
His muscles are good, his flesh firm, and his 
wind all that could be desired. I have been 
with him from the time he first began his 
ring career, and I have confidence in saying 
that he will go to the post of the Fitzsim- 
mons’ contest in better condition than he 
ever was before.

JEFFRIES, THE BIG FELLOW, LAT- 
| EST ADDITION TO CORBETT PARTY. 


Californian Finds Him a Most Formid- 
able Opponent and Believes Him to 
Be Capable of Great Things—Has a 
Number of Clever Blows—Corbett Is 
Doing Too Much Work and Delaney 
Will Make Him Let Up—‘ Young 
Cerbett” Arrives.

Carson, Nev., Feb. 25.—{Copyright, 1897, 
by W. R. Hearst.]—There was bustle in the 
Corbett’ camp at an early hour this morn- 
ing. Jim had arranged the night before to 
have a star-chamber spar with Jeffries, the 
Los Angeles giant, and he wished to be 
through with the bout before the visitors 
from Carson began to arrive ‘and pester him 
for permission to view the novice in action. 
In order that his new boxing partner might 
feel as much at home as possible during the 
breaking in process, Jim even took precau- 
tion to exclude the members of his training 
staff in the handball court. Billy Delaney 
was the only attendant the men had, 

It was shortly after 9 o'clock when Corbett 
and Jeffries emerged from the little. wing of 
the ball court that serves as a dressing-room. 
Corbett did not have on his customary loose- 
fitting exercise suit. He wore the orthodox 
ring costume, for not knowing how fast a 
traveler the new man might be, he wished to 
be able to get around rapidly on his feet and 
have free use of his arms. Jeffries was at- 
tired in like manner, a light-eolored sleeve- 
less undershirt covering the upper portion 
of his body, while his lower limbs were in- 
cased in snug-fitting kneebreeches of maroon 
tint. | 
The boxers shook hands and moved slowly 
around while they were being photographed. 
Then they came closer together and mixed it 
‘up in lively fashion. The pair were very 
evenly matched so far as height is concerned, 
a circumstance which attracted Delaney’s 
notice and caused him to remark that Jim 
had at last secured the very man he wanted. 


Jeffries Is the Heavier. 


In weight Jeffries had much the better of 
it. He scaled 210 pounds to Corbett’s 180, 
and he is much heavier of leg and broader 
of shoulder thanthechampion. He is withal 
a splendidly made fellow. His arm develop- 
ment is marvelous. The biceps arise in for- 
midable mounds every time he crooks his 
elbow, and at the same time there is an ap- 
parent looseness about the arms and shoul- 
ders which suggests that Jeffries has more 
freedom of action than most heavily muscled 
men. His go with Corbett also made this 
manifest. He was not the least timorous 
at the outset, but went at Jim vigorously. 
His favorite punches were a left swing at 
the head and a right body punch, and during 
the first minute of sparring he landed them 
on Jim several times. It soon became ap- 
\parent, though, that Corbett was simply 
placing himself on good terms with the new 
man and gaining his confidence. 

After a few visitations from Jeffries’ pon- 
derous paws Jim infused that ginger into 
gis defense, and began to attack the man 
before him. He knocked Jeffries’ left swing 
and brought his own left around in the 
ear. When Jeffries lashed out at the riba 
with his right Jim steadied him with a 
straight left on the face. When Jeffries 
stood away and/sparred for an opening Jim 
feinted in such a manner as to bewilder the 
big novice. In all they boxed for about 
twenty minutes, several slight rests being 
indulged in while Jeffries recovered his 
breath. Throughout the work was of the 
fastest description, the men taking in every 
corner of the spacious court. 


Protects His Face. 


When Jim went at Jefrries, hand over 
hand, the novice threw up his gloves in such 
a Way as to protect his face from the swing- 
ing blows. The straight punches he did 
rot avoid so well, and it was also noticed 
that his defense of his body was-not of the 
best. Ile was thoroughly agzgressive, 
though, and on most occasions used his 
best endeavors to give blow for blow. There 
was not much clinching during the bout, as 
Jim wished to acquaint himself thoroughly 
with Jeffries’ ideas of long range fighting. 
Onee, when they did clinch and Jeffries 
exerted his strength in pushing Corbett 
away, I noticed that the novice made. no 
provision for warding off a blow in ths 
breakaway. It is evident that hevis not up 
to date in his notions of ringmanship. 

The set-to was brought to a sudden termi- 
nation during a rally by Jeffries slipping and 
straining one of the sinews of his right leg. 
He had no new shoes, and, having shuffied 
over to a spot on the floor which was not 
sprinkled with resin, he received rather an 
awkward fall. The injury, however, is not 
serious, and he will be able to tackle Corbett 
tomorrow. Taking all in ali, Jeffries’ initial 
showing was.a highly creditable one. He 
used his arms with a nice, free movement, 
and proved.that he was a good judge of dis- 
tance and direction. His foot work was re- 
markably fast for such a heavy man, and 
there was nothing ungainly about his car- 
riage. When facing an opponent possessed 


would not be nearly so palpable. Asked what 
ihe thought of Jeffries, Corbett said: 

** He’s a very clever fellow. I was satis- 
fied that he was something about the aver- 
age from what I had heard about him before- 
hand, but there are some points in which he 
is really wonderful. Despite his. great 
weight, he is as light as a cork. He has 
good reach and he puts plenty of vim into 
his work. He has a left swing and a right 
body punch that require watching. These, 
in fact, are his ‘best blows. I think he will 
develop into a first-class man.” 


Delaney Pleased with Jeffries. 


Trainer Billy Delaney was also favorably 
impressed with Jeffries’ showing. “I can 
put the matter in a nutshell,”’ said Delaney. 
“I have been with Jim since he was a lad 
and have seen him tire out all kinds of spar- 
ring partners. This new fellow makes far 
and away the best showing of all those whe 
have practiced with Corbett. He is very light 
on his feet and he moves around as if he 
had the true fighting spirit in him. Now. I 
am not going to predict any great thing for 
him until I see some more of his work. Iie 
may never wear the belt, but there are some 
aspirants for it that he is likely to defeat.”’ 

The fast work with Corbett put Jef- 
fries in a glow and caused the perspira- 
tion to drip from his face; Corbett, on the 
other hand, was quite composed. Ie 
breathed regularly and his face was as dry 
as a bone, there being a bare suspicion of 
moisture on his forehead and at the roots of 
his pompadour. Jeffries is a fellow of few 
words. When asked. what he thought uf 
Corbett as a sparrer he said, with a grin: 

“I missed him a good.many times, didn’t 
I? I'd like to know who wouldn't miss him, 
though. He flits about so that you get to 
thinking there are three or four Corbetts in 
front of you. 31 am much pleased at having 
the rtunity to box with him. I know 
it will improve me and I hope to be of some 
eervice to Jim before the fight takes place.” 

Aside from the special bout with Jeffries 
Corbett’s work was of the usual description, 
He had an hour at handball and an hour of 
mixed slugging and neat glove work with 
“ Pneumatic ” Woods and brother Joe. 

He had his usual complement of 
punching and dumbbell work. The perform- 
ance both morning and afternoon were about 
the same. Billy Delaney has made an in- 
spection of the roads around Shaw’s Springs, 
and has advised Corbett not to don his walk- 
ing shoes for a day or two yet. The hills 
and the highways are drying fast, however, 
and Corbett will begin his outdoor work, in 
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in his food, and a correspondent, who pfo- 
f to have some information, told Jim 
to be cularly watchful when the fourth 
round was called as that was the round in 
which Fi intended laying him low. ‘ 
The writér said he had received an inkling 
of this from one who is very close to Fitz- 
simmons. There were all sorts of sugges- 
tions as to the manner in which Jim should 
train. One fellow advised him to put in 
plenty of time playing polo on a bicycle.

“I have 
become case-hardened to this kind of thing, 
and all the threats and warnings in the 
world have no effect on me. If a man got to 
thinking his food might be doctored he 
would not be able to enjoy it and would step 
into the ring in poor condition. Such being 
the case, I prefer to go right ahead and take 
a chance. I know, of course, that the mon 
I have about me are trustworthy, and I 
have not the slightest suspicion of anything 
crooked being done now or at any future 
time. The only thing I want to guard 
against is catching cold or injurying myseif 
in any way while at work, but if being care- 
ful will prevent these things they won't har- 
pen to me.” 


Watches Corbett Carefully. 

Trainer-in-Chief Billy Delariey watches 
Jim in his movements closely. As Delaney 
explains in his statement, he is thoroughly 
satisfied with Jim’s condition. The only 
thing he ie at all apprehensive of is that 
Jim’s gluttony for work may rob him of 
some of the steam which he now possesses 
and leave him feeling stale around fight 
time, Delaney has had several talks with 
Corbett on the subject and Jim has prom- 
ised to ease up a bit. 

There is no denying the effects of Jim’s 
strenuous exertion are sometimes seen in 
his face when he finishes work and places 
himself in the hands of his rubbers. There 
is no distress of breathing, no dragging of 
the limbs or drooping of the shoulders, but 
his features for a few minutes have a drawn 
appearance. When he is splashed with al- 
cohol and with witch hazel and his flesh is 
slapped and kneaded by his khandlers the 
color mounts in his countenance and the 
expression disappears. 

As a matter of fact, few of those around 
him noticed these slight symptoms of 
fatigue, and now that Delaney is at the 
helm it is probable that they will not be 


‘geen again. He is always handy with his 


advice and suggestions, and he will curb 
Corbett’s appetite for work and will see to 
it that Jim eschews unnecessary labor.

Hampton being such a crack-a-jack of the 
court will make Jim extend himself fully, 
Jim entertains an idea that, he is too good 
for his other partners when this game is on 
the cards, but he does not expect to have 
such an easy time with the new arrival. 
Manager William T. Brady and Charley 
White, who is to be one of Corbett’s sec- 
onds, will arrive here tomorrow. By that 
time Corbett’s staff at Shaw’s Springs will 
be @ big one, consisting as it will of Trainer 
Delaney, Wrestler McVey, Jefferies, Billy 
Woods, Joe Corbett, Kid Egan, George 
Green, Alf Hampton, Brady, White, 
and E. G. Cooke.

Sad Afternoon at Fitz’s Quarters, 

This was a sad afternoon at the Fitzsim- 
mons quarters, consequent wpon the receipt 
of news of the death of Martin Julian’s 
mother in New York.

In the morn- 
ing Fitzsimmons trudged into Carson with 
Roeber following in a sleigh. The lanky 
fighter went to the postoffice for his mail, 
and a crowd soon collected, and by the time 
Fitzsimmons was due to emerge from the 
building a dozen or more cameras and 
kodaks were trained on the main entrance.

STORY HE TRIED TO GET INTO A NEW 
YORK CLUB UNTRUE. 


Board of Governors of the Metropoli- 
tan Never Turned Down His Ten- 
Day Card, Because Nothing of the 
Kind Was Ever Issued—Never 
Asked or Sought Admission to the 
Club—Whele Story Is Without the 
Slightest Foundation. 


' New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.}]—Public in- 


terest in the doings of Charles T. Yerkes 
never lags, and just now it is quite lively 
over the discovery—the result of a recent in- 
vestigation—that the story of Mr. Yerkes’ 
alleged attempt and failure to get into the 
Metropolitan club was a piece of pure fabri- 
cation. The story originated with a New 
York newspaper, and its publication was 
promptly followed by a libel suit brought 
by Mr. Yerkes. 

The report, as published, ‘was to the effect 
that Mr. Yerkes had failed in an atempt to 
get into the Metropolitan club on a ten-day 
card as a guest of one of the members; that 
the Board of Governors refused to recognize 
the card; compelled the member to with- 
draw it, and gave him the alternative of 
apologizing or resigning. 

It appears, and is substantiated by the 
clearest proofs that Mr. Yerkes’ name never 
was “ put up” at the club on a “ ten-day 
card,” or otherwise; that he never asked or 
Sought admission to the club, and the whole 


affair is without the slightest foundation 
in fact. 


SPANISH VICR-CONSUL IS ROBBED. 


Young Spaniard Gets His Confidence, 
Is Taken to His Home, and Then 
Robs Him of $25,000. 


New York, Feb. 25.—[Special.}—Sefior José 
Acuna, Vice-Consul of Spain in this city, 
comes from Valencia; so does Sefiora Acuna. 
When a well-dressed young Spaniard, in- 
troducing himself as Blas Ibanes, son of 
the leading restaurateur of Valencia, called 
on th¢ Vice-Consul with a sad tale of be- 
ing penniless he talked so charmingly of the 
people of ‘Valencia the Sefior took him to his 
home. He pleased Sefiora, too, and the 
Vice-Consul and his wife generously shared 
their home with Ibanes these last three 
months. 

They are now regretting it—regretting it 
about $25,000. worth. Among the iwaase 
ures of the Acunas were rich family heir- 
loomts, bracelets and jewels, a valuable col- 
lection of Roman and Grecian coins, as 
well as the moneys of modern Europe, a 
mantilla valued at $1,000, and $2,000 in cash, 
which, because of the possibility of war, Se- 
fior Acuna thought it wise to keep at his 
home, No. 13 West Ninety-ninth street. 

These valuables had all been shown to 
Ibanes, for they had tmplicit faith in him. 
On Monday night the Sefior and Sefiora 
went to the theater. Ibanes pleaded ill- 
ness and staid at home. When the Acunas 
returned Ibanes was gone. The Vice-Consul 
and his wife waited for his return till 1 a. 
m. and then the Sefior became suspicious. 
He went to the bureau drawer and found 
the lock had been broken. The strong box 
had been pried open and all the coins, the 
money, and the jewels were missing. 

“TI think $25,000 is a low estimate of the 
loss,” said the Sefior. “I have no doubt of 
Ibanes’ guilt.”’ 


LEXOW PROBES THE COAL COMBINE, 


Officials of Eastern Railways Put on 
the Stand by the Legislative 


s Committee. 


New York, Feb. 25.—The alleged coal com- 
bine was the special object of inquiry today 
by the Joint Legislative Committee on 
Trusts. President Sam. Sloan of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western railway 
company was the first witness. 

In reply to a question by Senator Lexow, 
Mr. Sloan said that a conference of coal road 
men was held in this city in 1896. The Phil- 
adelphia and Reading, Lehigh Valley, New 
York Central, Delaware and Hudson, the 
Pennsylvania, the New York. Lake Erie and 
Western, the New York, Ontario and West- 
ern, and other railroads were represented 
at the meeting. Every man:in the confer- 
ence pledged his honor to maintain thé allot- 
ments apportioned them in the coal carrying 
trade. He said he thought the combine 
“ had a right to fix the price of its own com- 
modity.’’ 

President Thomas of the Erie road was 
the next witness. Senator Lexow read the 
various allotments made the various com- 
panies and the witness said they were cor- 
rect to the best of his recollection. 

“ The question of the amount of coal to be 
produced was never discussed at any meet- 
ing that I have attended,” said President 
Thomas, who denied that’the purpose of the 
conference in 1896 was raising the price of 
coal. He admitted that the question was 
discussed, but no definite action, he said, 
had been taken in that regard. 

E. H. Gibbons, Treasurer of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, and 
Charles A. Walker, Treasurer of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal company, testified 
brjefly without adding material information 
to the proceedings. 

Richard H. Williams, General Sales Agent 
for the Erie road, testified that it was cus- 
tomary for saleg agents to meet in confer- 
ence and discuss the output for the succeed- 
ing month. He recalled three or four stch 
conferences and admitted selling directly 
to retailers. 

The subject of combination in the coal 
trade was dropped temporarily while the 
committee listened to the testimony of 
Francis H. Krenning, a wholesale grocer, 
doing business at St. Louis, regarding his 
experiences with the sugar refineries. Mr. 
Krenning said that he had refused to accept 
thfe factors’ agreement in vogue by the 
American Sugar Refining company, and in 
consequence could not procure that com- 
pany’s product without paying an extra 
charge of 30 cents per barrel. 

During the grinding season in the South 
the American Sugar Refining conipany low- 
ered the price of sugar in St. Louis by one- 
fourth of a cent per pound below the price 
at which it is sold inthe Kast. Immediately 
after the close of the grinding season they 
caused the price of the product to be in- 
creased in St. Louis. 

The witness said that the factors had to 
choose between selling the product of the 
American Sugar Refining company and for- 
eign sugars. 

The witness said he was confronted with a 
similar state of affairs with the coffee kings 
and the Ameritean Tobacco company. If he 
did not, he said, sign the factors’ agreement 
with these concerns he could not continue in 
business. 

The witness added that if there was a 
larger tariff put on foreign sugar his firm 
would have to go out of. business, or take the 
alternative and sign a factors’ agreement.

Miss Meoschelle’s Story. 


ry E. Moschelle, the 17-year-old reporter 
oe the Roseland Review, who escaped with 
less injury than any of the other ngers 
on the ill-fated car, is naturally of a nervous 
disposition, but while propped up with pil- 
lows in bed last night told the story of the 
accident to her parents and friends. She is 
the. daughter of Charles Moschelle and re- 
sides at No. 157 One Hundred and Tenth 
street.

Railroad Men’s Report. 

General Superintendent Broughton of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad visit- 
ed the scene of the wreck shortly after k 
cecurred and made a careful investigation 
of all the facts.

SOUTH CAROLINA ELECTIONS TANGLED 


Business-Men Say the State Is Now 
Witheut a Republican Form of 
Government. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The South 
Carolina election of last fall.was consid- 
éred today by the House committee, the mat- 
ter being brought before the committee by 
the resolutions introduced by Representa- 
tive Murray, asking for a special Congres- 
sional committee to investigate. the South 
Carolina system. One memorial, signed by 
white business-men of Charleston, was read. 
It asserted that South Carolina was without 
a republican form of government, under a 
military despotism, and that the section, ex- 
empting ex-Confederate soldiers from pay- 
ment of pool taxes, was in violation of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to the 
Constitution. 

Representative Wilson of South Carolina 
said the Congressional delegation from that 
State had no desire to prevent an invest 
tion, but thought the investigation should be 
a full one. The legal questioh of the righf 
of Congress to make an investigation of the 
character proposed was discussed by Mr. 
Wilson, his conclusion being that, under de- 
cisions of the Supreme ourt, Congress 
could ‘intervene only in case dual govern- 
ménts existed, and C was called upon 
to decide’ which was the lawful one, or in 
case violence ruled the State and no re- 
publican form of government seb main- 
tained there.

Judge 
Sherman favored the Revell bill when it 
came up, but he had a talk a day or two 
later with Mr. Hatch of Chicago, who pre- 
pared the original measure, and became 
satisfied that an arbitrary repeal of that 
measure would be a great mistake. He 
made a speech for the Revell bill and said 
the present law was defective because it 
Ought to apply to all cases of slander and 
some of libel which were not reached by the 
measure prepared by Mr. Hatch. 

The bill introduced today will, unlike the 
Revell bill, be taken up in committee and 
given a full discussion. 

The bill amends the present law so it will 
read as follows: 


Sec, 1—That in any action brought for the pub- 
lication of any libel, the plaintiff shall recover only 
actual] damages if it shall appear at the trial of 
such action that such publication was made in 
good faith and that there were reasdnable grounds 
for believing that the statements set forth in such 
publication were true and that its falsity was due 
to mistake or misapprehension of facts, and that 
within a reasonable time after said mistake or 
misapprehension was brought to the knowledge 
of the defendant or defendants, or in the next two 
regular issues of the newspaper in which such pub- 
lication occurred after such mistake or misapp-e- 
hension was brought to the knowledge of the pub- 
lisher or publisners of such newspapers, or the 
defendant or defendants, if the same was in a 
newspaper, whether such knowledge was brought 
to such publisher or defendant or defendants be- 
fore or after suit brought, a correction or retrac- 
tion was published in as conspicuous a manner and 
place as was the libel. 

Sec. 2—No exemplary or punitive damages shall 
be recovered in any action brought for the pub- 
lication of any libel, unless the plaintiff shall, Le- 
fore bringing suit, give notice in writing to de- 
fendant or defendants to publish a retraction or 
correction of the libel, and shail before bringing 
suit allow the defendant a reasonable time in 
which to publish such retraction or correction. 
Proof of publication of such retraction or correc- 
tion shall be admitted in evidence under the gen- 
eral issue in mitigation of damages and in evi- 
dence of the good faith of the defendant, provided 
that the retraction or correction shall be published 
in as conspicuous a manner and place as was the 
libel; provided that the provisions of this act shall 
not apply to the case of libel against any candidate 
for public office in this State unless the retraction 
of the charge is made at least ten days before the 
election, and if the publication. of such libel 
against such candidate was made in any news- 
paper, then such retraction shall be made editori- 
ally, in as conspicuous manner, at least ten days 
before the election. 


REPORTS OF VARIOUS COMMITTEES. 


Bill Making Five Years’ Insanity 
Grounds for Divorce Recom- 
"mended for Passage. 


Springfield, Ill:, Feb. 25.—Mr. Horn’s bill, 
providing that Justices shall have original 
jurisdiction in cases involving less than $200, 
was ordered to be reported with unfavorable 
recommendation by the House Committee 
on Judiciary. His bill making the insanity 
of the husband or wife for five years grounds 
for divorce was ordered to be reported favor- 
ably. 

Mr. Salman’s bill, giving the defendants 
in replevin suits possession of the property 
on furnishing bond, was favorably. acted on. 

The House Committee on Rules today fixed 
March 20 as the last day on whicly bills may 
be introduced. 

The Senate Committee on County and 
Township Organizations today reported fa- 
vorably Senator Hunt’s bill providing that 
boundaries of towns of less territory than 
ten miles shall not be changed to create new 
towns without the consent of a majority of

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 25.—The subcommit- 
tees of the House and Senate Judicial Ap- 
portionment committees, appointed to draft 
@ bill reapportioning the State in judicial 
districts, met today and heard the prefer- 
ences of county representatives. 

After representatives of’various counties 
had been heard, Senator Warder, Chairman 
of the Senate subcommittee, stated that his 
committee had decided to make seventeen 
districts, allowing one judge for every 200,- 
000 population, based on the vote cast at the 
last election.

TO FIX FREIGHT coat 


HOUSE AGRICULTURE COMMITTEE TO 
PREPARD A SCHEDULE. 


Action Is Criticisea Because Members 
Have No Knowledge of Railroad. 
Rates or. Schedules—Would Take 
Even Experts a Long Time to Do 
the Work—Nohe Said to Have Been 
Deposed by Republican Caucus— 
Johnson for Live Stock Board. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 25.—{Special.]—A sub- 
committee of the House Committee on Ag- 
riculture has, by resolution of that organ- 
ization, been empowered td prepare a sched- 
ule of freight rates for Illinois. 

The committee is composed of Fuller, Wil- 
son, Andersop, Branen, and Atcheson. Rail- 
road companies usually have such work as 
this done by experts, because it is intricate 
and involves a thorough knowledge of all 
the railroad freight rates and everything of 
that sort. A classification of the Illinols 
schedule is usually made by the Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners. 
The work cannot be done in a few minutes 
or a few days or a few weeks. 

Gov. Tanner has recently appointed Lind- 
ley, Rannelis, and Bidwill as a Board of 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners for 
Illinois. If they began tomorrow to revise 
the freight rates of the State they could not 
get through the,task and do it justice for 
three months to come, 

It is not to be presumed the members of this 
committee know much about the condition of 
the roads in Illinois. They have no great 
amount of information coricerning the earn- 
ings of the roads or matters of that cher- 
acter. Alreddy the friends of the new Rail- 
road Commissioners, who, by the way, are 
scarcelyl inducted into office, are expressing 
displeasure over the action of the Committee 
on Agriculture. The friends of the ad- 
ministration are resenting it, too. The com- 
mittee, when it gets through with its work, 
Will doubtless make a report to ghe House, 
and the bill, which will contain the new 
schedule, will attract the attention of the 
railroad people and the traffic associations 
as well. 

Nohe Takes a Walk. 

Mr. Augustus W. Nohe was not in the 
House Republican caucus yesterday. He 
went up town as, soon as the House ad- 
journed and took a walk around the streets 
of Springfield with a friend, discussing mat- 
ters of great moment. He did not betray 
any heat, and at no time gave any sign that 
he had been deposed from power as Chair- 
man of the House Republican caucus. It 
seems, however, that Augustus, like many 
other good men, is not without his enemies, 
and it was announced that he had been 
turned down and out of power. 

Mr. Nohe says tonight that, as he under- 
stands the proceedings of the caucus, a halt 
of fifteen minutes was made for him to ap- 
pear. Inasmuch as he did not come, Mr. 
Selby was chosen to preside over the delib- 
erations of his fellow-Republicans, Since, 
however, the issue has been made, Mr. Nohe, 
who never runs away from a fight, says 
that at no distant day he will by virtue of 
his authority as Chairman of the caucus 
call that body together so as to settle once 
and for all time the question as to who is 
to wield the gavel over its deliberations. 
This will not be done until after the brethren 
return from Washington. 


Wants an Understanding. 


Mr. Nohe says he wishes all the members 
on the Republican side of the House to be 
there when the time comes, so that a free 
and full expression of opinion may be had. 
Mr. Nohe says that Mr. Selby, Temporary 
Chairman of the caucus, and the Speaker of 
the House both asked him to serve on a 
committee to prepare department store lieg- 
islation, but Mr. Nohe says he is-too much 
engrossed with matters of the greatest possi- 
ble interest to give such legislation the kind 
of attention it ought to receive at the hands 
of the committee, and for that reason he 
must respectfuly decline to serve 

Matters may work out differently later in 
the session, howéver.

Tus importunities of the wife of Dr. Ruiz, 
the American who was assassinated by Span- 
ish jailers in a Cuban prison, succeeded only 
in obtaining for her permission to send him 
an old steamer chair. All other requests, to 
see him, to send him. focd or medicine or any- 
thing else that could possibly give him any 
comfort in his jail life, were denied her, and 
the one ¢oncession seems to have been grant- 
ed only asa means of getting rid ofher. But 
this chair may play an important part in the 
Cuban struggle, for it has come forth from 
the torture chamber the bearer of a tragic 
message to the world. When the victim of 
Spanish brutality was suffering the oe 
throes of the fearful torture by which hi 
life was taken away he retained energy 
enough to scratch into the varnish of the 
chair a few pathetic words of farewell to 
his family, with the prophetic words: “I 
shall be killed.” This chair and its mes- 
sage from the dead have come into the pos- 
session of the widow, and !t will be forward- 
ed to Washington probably with the docu- 
ments in the case. It is a mute witness of 
an awful outrage, but it should speak ioud 
for vengeance. 


THE TELLER-DUBOIS ADDRESS. 

Last year Senator Teller and some qther 
men who owed their seats in Congress to 
Republican votes bolted the platform and 
the candidate of that party and did all in 
their power to elect Bryan, the Populist and 
Democratic candidate. Those bolters be- 
came either Democrats or Populists. They 
certainly ceased to be Republicans. , 

Yet those persons have put forth an ad- 
dress in which they refer to themselves as 
Republicans. That is a cheeky proceeding, 
considering what they did lastiyear. But 
they make an even more audacious declara- 
tion. It is that they— 

Believe themselves to be in harmony with the 
original spirit of the old Republican party, and 
they claim a property ih its great name and glori- 
ous traditions, justified by the splendid services 
and sanctified by the sacred memories of the 
time when that party embodied the aspirations 
and spoke the purposes of the great masses of the 
American people. 

This is equivalent to a statement that 
Senators Teller and Dubois and their hand- 
{ul of followers are the simon pures. They 
are the Republican party, and McKinley 
and the men who supported him are im- 
postors. 

The barning desire of the signers of this 
address is to have the government take 50 
cents’ worth of silver from anybody, coin it, 
and callitadollar. That was not a doctrine 
of the old or the new Republican party. 
That is not “in harmony with the original 
spirit ’ of that organization. 

At no time has that party been in favor of 
a dollar whose ptirchasing power was less 
than that of 23 1-5 grains of gold. Since 
1873 a dollar containing that number of 
grains of gold has been the sole standard of 
value There have been other forms of 
money, but their purchasing power has been 
kept up to the gold dollar level. 

When in power between 1861 and 1873 
the Republicans passed no law for the coin- 
age of 50 eents’ worth of silver into a dollar. 
At no time between the date of its organiza- 
ion and its victory in 1860 did it demand 
the ceinage of such a silver dollar, and the 
use of that dollar for the satisfaction of ex- 
isting contracts made on a 100-cent basis. 

Then why do Teller and his associates as- 
sert that. they are “in harmony with the 
original spirit” of the Republican party? 
It is one of the indications of the degtner- 
acy of American politicé that they will lie 
boldly and openly.: ‘They seem to believe 
that thé mass of the people forget all they 
heard the day before and can detect no 
falsehood, no matter how glaring it may be. 

The “great deeds” of the Republican 
party to which Senator Teller and his as- 
sociates refer affectionately are familiar to 
all. They do not need ‘to be recapitulated, 
But in what respect do they resemble the 
“great deeds” ‘Teller. Mantle, Towne, 
et al. wish to see performed ? 

They demand the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, the cheap dollars thus 
coined to be used in the settlement of exist- 
ing contracts made on the gold basis, If 
this were done-every man to whom anything 
is owing would get half his dues. 

If these be indeed “ great deeds ’’ Senator 
Teller and his assor¢ jates should be swift to 
justify them. If a 50 per cent confiscation 
of credits is a commendable measure, the 
authors of wifich should rank with the 
framers of the great Republican enactments 
of other years, then the Tellers and Can- 
nons should explain why it is commendable. 
Let them do that instead: of talking about 
the past history of the Republican party, 
ta which they have ceased to belong. 


CHICAGO VERSUS VELASCO. 

According to a dispatch in a New York 
paper, ex-Senater Farwell was at Wash- 
ington at the beginning of the week. There 
are many things which might have taken 
him there. He might have gone to look 
after some legislation in which this city is 
deeply interested, or to be on the ground 
when President-elect McKinley gets there 
and find out what the chances are of get- 
ting offices for friends, or simply to revisit 
old, familiar scenes and be a spectator of 
the closing hours of a Congress and an ad- 
ministration. 

But, if the correspondent of the New 
York paper is to be trusted, Senator Far- 
well went to Washington on a very dif- 
ferent errand. He and some business as- 
gociates have expended a considerable 
amount of money on harbor improvements 
at Velasco, Tex., a little place at the mouth 
of the Brazos River, of which few people 
outside Texas have heard. 

Mr. Farwell and his associates have come 
to the ‘conclusion that the General Govern- 
ment should take the work in hand and that 
private citizéns should not monopolize it. 
So they are willing—they are anxious—that 
Uncle Sam should reimburse them, out of 
his ethausted tréasury, all they have ex- 
pended and then comiplete the harbor works. 

The government did not ask these gen- 


tlemen to do any improving at Velasco. | 


What they did they did unsolicited, not 
because they love to improve harbors, but 
because they thought the expenditure 
would be profitable. Perhaps it was not, 
and they want to unload on the govern- 
ment, ‘2 


‘|. The latter already has on hand a large 


assortment of worthless creeks, rivers, and 


arid 
it ought not to add 
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get authority for the expenditare of $700,000 
to widen, deepen, and otherwise improve the 
Chicago River. The demand for the larger 
sum may interfere with the granting of the 
smaller sum. 

‘The Port of Chicago has grown to be the 
most important save one, in the United 
States. The city never asked the General 
Government to do anything for the river un- 
til recently. In view of an expenditure of 
twenty-eight millions for @ drainage chan- 
nel, which is a forty-mile prolongation of 
the Chicago River on a grander scale, Con- 
gress has been asked for $700,000 to make 
that prolongation more accessible, by im- 
proving the most important stream on the 
lakes. 

Chicago does not ask to be repaid what 
she has expended on the river in bygone 
years. She simply makes a request for an 
appropriation which is smaller than those 
made for New Jersey and Florida crecks 
which are visited by a lone schooner once 
or twice a year. 

But if Mr, Farwell presses on the Senate, 
of which he was once a member, his request 
for a million and a half on account of Ve- 
lasco, the Senators may be ready enough to 
oblige him on the ground of Senatorial 
courtesy. But when they are ashed for 
$700,000 for Chicago they will say: “ We 
have given some Chicago gentlemen a mill- 
ion and’ a half, and we do not feel that we 
can afford to do anything for Chicago.” 

The people of Chicago would not like to 
see this happen. They are not interested in 
Velasco, They never heard of it. They do 
not care what happens to Velasco, which 
has no commerce. They are deeply inter- 
ested in the Chicago River, with a coin- 
merce of millions, 

The ways of legf®lators are mysterious. 
Too often they leave undone the things 
which ought to be done and do the things 
which ought not to be done. It is to be 
hoped that this will not happen now, and 
Velasco be taken care of and Chicago be 
given the go-by.

THE DEPARTMENT STORE QUESTION, 

The Constitution of the United States 
makeg this a free country as far as trade 
between the different States is concernéd. 
Congress can lay duties on foreign goods, 
but it cannot fetter the commerce which 
is carried on between the States. 

The Constitution provides also that the 
citizens of each State shall be entitled to 
all privileges and immunities of citizens in 
the several States. The Supreme Court 
bas held again and again that a State can- 
not tax citizens of other States who are 
carrying on business within its limjts snore 
than it does its own citizens who may be 
in the same business. 

The Constitution of Illinois guarantees 
“life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness.”” These last three words have been 
nterpreted to mean that a man has a right 
to carry on any business he pleases which 
is in itself legal and unobjectionable. He 
is guaranteed the right to earn a living as 
suits him best. 

There has been introduced in the Council 
an ordinance: which some lawyers will be 
likely to contend is in limitation of trade 
and subversive of the theory of equal rizhts. 
It specifies thirty-eight classes of business, 
mercantile in their wature. A person car- 
rying on any one of them—selling dry goods, 


for instance—must pay a nominal license 


of $20. But the license is cumulative and 
increases rapid:y with the number of occu- 
pations carried on. If one man runs ten 
under one roof the license is to be $10,240 a 
year. To carry on more than ten is forbid- 
den. 

If the Council were to adopt such an or- 

inance as this and attempt to enforce it 
a thousand lawyers would offer their serv- 
ices to those who would be hit by it, and 
would offer to prove that the Legislature 
never had given the Council authority to 
enact such an ordinance. 

But the Legislature, whose powers are 
greater than those of a Council, is to be 
asked to do substaitially the same thing. 
It is requested to declare that the carrying 
on of many lines of business in one place 
under one management is contrary to public 
policy—in large citiés. 

Such a local limitation as this is necessary 
or a bill Of that kind would get no country 
votes. For the rural districts are full of the 
old-fashioned “ general stores,” where dry 
goods, hardware, earthenware, groceries, 
boots and shoes; paints, and many other 
articles are sold under the same roof by the 
same man. " 

Those: were the only stores known until 
large cities grew up and each line of. busi- 
ness had a store of itsown,. Of late years 
there has been in cities, here and abroad, a 
reversion to the old type. In Paris and 
London enormous department stores—more 
extensive than any here—are to be found. 
Some of them are codperative institutions 
abroad, as in Chicago, Other stores like 
those in Chicago are flourishing in Philadel- 
phia, New York, Boston, aiid ail the large 
cities. These stores have drawn custom 
because of the lower prices charged for 
goods. 

If the Legislature takes up this question, 
therefore, it must be looked at first from 
this point of view: Has the Legislature the 
power under the Constitution to pass such 
a bill as is proposed, making that unlawful 
in Chicago which would bé lawful in the 
rest of the State and the United States? 
The lawyers should a ‘on that before a 
bill is passed or its‘constitutionality will be 
attacked afterwards, and there may be a 
controversy lasting for years. 

There should be an exhaustive inquiry into 
the power of the Legislature. That is nota 
political question. It cannot be settled by 
party resolutions, and therefore the poli- 
ticians should leave it alone. Let the law- 
yers ha‘re their say first. ‘ 


LOCAL FREE SILVER FOLLY. 

The free silver question is one which will 
not down until it is put down. It is a ques- 
tion which comes home personally to nearly 
every man, as it involves great moral ques- 
tions. Every man who has money invested 
or coming in to him, who is interested in in- 
surance companies or building and lan asso- 
ciations, or who wants wages to preserve 
their:purchasing power, cannot help taking 
an interest in this question. - 

Hence the question has forced itself even 
into local politics. It has divided the Dem- 
ocrats of Chicago as last fall it divided the 
Democrats of the Nation. The sound 
money Democrats of Chicago will not vote 
for a professed Bryan candidate for Mayor. 
They may vote for Hesing, if he remains 
in the field, or for the Republican candidate, 
but they will not cast their votes for a cheap 


money candidate. 
On the other hand, the Altgeldites uphold 
the black flag of repudiation, and they pro- 


pose to put up as their candidate the cheap 
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the Chicago Representatives are secking to 
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is calling on all the Irish leaders, and on as 
many of the German leaders as he can con- 
trol, to rally round this shadow of a niime 
and the dishonest platform upon which the 
son of his father will stand. 

‘Thus, whatever the Republicans may do, 
the Demoeratic ticket is .

In the midst of the excitement consequent 
upon the alleged resignation of Consul- 
General Lee, and the refusal of the State 
Department to accept it, some recent history 
is coming to the surface which must make 
every patriotic Ameriecan’s blood boil. 
Among the documents which have come to 
light is a dispatch from Sefior de Lome, the 
Spanish Minister, to his home government, 
complimenting President Cleveland and his 
administration in the most fulsome manner. 
In this dispatch Sefior de Lome— 


Called the attention of the Prime Minister 
to the fact that Spain owed a debt of gratitude to 
President Cleveland and Secretary Olney for the 
brave manner in which they had defied public 
opinion and aided Spain at all points to put down 
the rebellion in Cuba. . 

The Spanish Minister called the attention of his 
home government to the fact that the Cleveland 
administration not/ only had thrown no obstacles 
in the way of the prosecution of filibusters, but 
had, in fact, been foremost in putting a stop to 
their operations and had invoked the machinery 
of the Federal courts without hesitation to pre- 
Vent the sending of expeditions to Cuba. 

He declared that President Cleveland had given 
personal orders to the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Secretary of the Treasury placing on guard 
along the Florida coast revenue marine cutters 
and even the armed ships of the navy. 


And has it come to this, that the President 
of the United States, the Secretary of State, 
and the Attorney-General are officially de- 
clared as person@ grate at the court of 
Spain, and that they are pubiicly compli- 
mented as the friends of this insolent, ty- 
rannical, and bloody kingdom?. And for 
what are they complimented? For aiding 
the Spanish Government to put down a 
brave people struggling for liberty. For 
taking every step in their power to prevent 
the Cubans from securing freedom and the 
right of self-government, after centuries of 
inhuman persecution. For condoning and 
aiding the Spanish butchers in their horrible 
work of incendiarism, pillage, rape, and 
murder, in shooting down women and chil- 
dren, in burning hospitals, and in commit- 
ting excesses worthy of savages. For 
placing every possible obstacle in the way 
of the Cubans. For aiding Spain with 
American war vessels. For refusing even 
to protect the rights of American citizens 
in Cuba! 

Cleveland complimented by Spain and 
blessed by the butchers and assassins! In 
the presence of this indignity and insult it is 
time that the American people should thun- 
der out theirindignation. It is time-that the 
voice of the jingo should be heard. It is 
time that the Cubans should know they have 
the sympathy and friendship of the Amer- 
ican people, It is time that Congress should 
demand of Cleveland and Olney that this 
toadying to Spain shall cease. Fortunately 
it cannot last much longer. Ina few days 
there will be a man in the White House 
whom Spain will not compliment.

MAINTAIN THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

The bill introduced in the Legisiature by 
Representative Brignadello amending the 
civil service law so as to exclude laborers 
from its operation and the petition adopted 
by the Common Council of Chicago asking 
the Legislature to pass the Brignadello bill 
are simply the entering wedges intended to 
destroy the local civi] service system and to 
bring back the old system of stuffed pay- 
rolls, of appointments by political bosses as 
rewards for partigan service, of cramming 
the City Hall with sinecures, and of restor- 
ing the old inefficiency, laziness, dishonesty, 
corruption, and the demoralization of public 
business so well known ‘to the taxpayers 
of Chicago and Cook County. 

This insidious and dangerous assault 


upon the civil service law emphasizes the 


necessity of radical action by the Repub- 
lican convention which meets today. It 
must pledge*the Republican party to the 
absolute and vigorous maintenance of civil 
service reform. It must refuse to nomiuate 
any man who will not positively pledge him- 
self to defend the civil service law; to ad- 
yocate it on the stump, and in every speech 
that he shall make to declare himself its 
absolute and unfaltering champion. No 


_one must be even considered as a vandidate 


who will not take that pledge. Candidates 
may honestly differ upon other matters of 
policy, but there can only be one ground for 
them to occupy as to this question. ifa 
candidate fails to pledge himself to carry 
out the civil service law if nominated and 
elected it will make no difference what he 
may think about other questions. He will 
be an unfit candidate. ‘ 
The Republican party must make its 
stand on this question. It is going to be the 
overshadowing issue of the campaign: If 
by any chance a candidate should be nom- 
inated whose views were uncertain he 
would find himself in a position where pop- 
ular interrogation would make his life a 
burden. At every meeting he would be 
asked how he stands on this question— 


whether he favors going back to the old | 


systein or standing by the new, and, if the 
former, then why he prefers dishonesty, 
corruption, and inefficiency in the public 
service. The Republican convention today 
must make a resolute, vigorous, enthusi- 
astic stand for the civil service law and 
nominate no man for Mayor of’ this great 
city who will not pledge himself to carry 
out the needs of the party. 


TAX-EATERS AT IT AGAIN. 

The heads of the various departments of 
the city government have submitted their 
éstimates for the financial requirements of 
the new year. They ask for a little less 
thay twelve millions of dollars, which, with 
what will be reqnired for the schools, inter- 
est account, and sinking funds, will bring 
the total up to about twenty millions. This

a cent on account of park, county, or State 
taxes, and all these taxes are included in 
the New York total.

tal that Chicago has. But the tax-eaters 
may say further that Chicago polled more 
votes last November than New York. This 
has nothing to do with the case vo long as 
each of the Chicago voters has, on the 
average, Only one-third 6f the wealth of the 
voter in New York, a city which has been 
accumulating wealth for 250 years. 

When an argument of this kind, however, 
is advanced to the tax-eaters and they are 
told that New York has thrice the taxable 
wealth of Chicago and that, therefore, the 
demand for taxes as high as those in New 
York is unreasonable, their only answer is, 
there is some capital here and they propose 
to tax it and squeeze out every cent they 
can for their own benefit and the benefit 
of the minor tax-eaters. The truth is that 


for a city burned out in 1871 and which has: 


practically accumulag:d all it possesses 
since that time the tax estimate of seventeen 
millions, when joined to the amount necded 
for the parks, county, and State taxes. pre- 
sents a heavy footing and all the city can 
stand.

NO TAMPERING WIsH THE CIVIL SERV- 
ICE LAW. 

The bill which proposes to exclude labor- 
ers from the operation of the civil service 
law reveals the “ fine Italian hand” of a 
person who seeks to confine this class of 
work to one nationality. Representative 
Drignadello, who hails from a West Side 
district in Chicago, is the sponsor forthe 
measure, which would affect an immense 
number of city employés, including the en- 
tire street cleaning force. As the law stands 
now all men, irrespective of their nationali- 
ty, have an equal chance of obtaining em- 
ployment if they meet the requirment-of 
physical Strength. There is no discrimina- 
tion against Germans, Scandinavians, Poles, 
Bohemians, Italians, or any other nationali- 
ty if they possess the sinews and muscle 
needed for the work. Nationality is not a 
factor in their qualifications, nor is religion, 
Aldermanic “ pull,” nor. the influence of 
any “society” or “organization.” All 
stand on a level and eminence in brawn is 
the only point considered. 

These employés are not required to know 
how to read or write, and they are subjected 
to no fancy examination, as has been falsely 
intimated. It is simply a question of mus- 
ele, and certainly it is not just or reason- 
able that the muscle of one nationality 
should. be given preference over the 
m cles of all other nationalities, It 
is -probably true, as stated, that there 
are among the competitors for this 
class of work men who are fitted for and 
have been accustomed to labor requiring 
mental qualifications. Since times are 
hard there are doubtless many men out of 
positions who have obtained such manual 
labor as they could do either from the city 
or private employers instead of becoming a 
burden on public charity. But what possi- 
ble objection can there be to this, so long 
as they possess the one qualification— 
physical strength? They will do no poorer 
work because of mental attainmente, Why 
should an amendment be passed to the civil 
service law to throw these men out of em- 
ployment? - 

The Chicago Council has promptly taken 
a hand in the matter and by a vote of 37 to 
20 adopted a petition urging the passage of 
this Brignadello measure. Among the 
names of those who voted for this Alder- 
manic indorsement are those of Lrish, Ger- 
man, Bohemian, and Scandinavian AMMer- 
meus Is it possible these Aldermen do not 
want laborers of the nationality they rep- 
resent to have a fair chance to get employ- 
ment-from the city? On the civil service 
lists there are the names of many persons 
who have passed a satisfactory examination 
and who will be called upon by the city to go 
to work from time to time as labor is needed. 
If this Brignadeljo amendment should be 
passed all these men,.would be left in the 
lurch. They would lose their standing and 
their only chance for employment would be 
to induce an Alderman to get it for them, 
and in return be compelled to do the Alder- 
man’s political work for him. Do these 
Aldermen fancy it would be a profitable 
thing to have all these men now on the civil 
service rolls against them? For certainly 
all would vote against an Alderman 
who had helped to take away their employ- 
ment, 

The fact is the Aldermen are too greedy. 
They want to restore the old system, under 
which they were entitled to a certain amount 
of patronage and cduld put to work a cer- 
tain number of their henchmen, irrespective 
of any qualifications. But that system has 
gone, A new system, based on merit, has 
taken its place, and those persons who are 
interested in the maintenance of the new 
system wil) make it lively for any set of men 
who attempt to pull itdown. The duty of 
the Legislature is to let the law. stand ae it 
is and pay no attention to Brignadello or the 
Chicago City Council except to repudiate 
them.

THE STATE LEGISLATURES 


The Missouri Legislature has enacted a law to 
prohibit any one who is not a citizen of the United 
States from performing the marriage ceremony. 
The law applies to clergymen as well as to civil 
officials. 

The Colorado House has passed a theater-hat 
bill and bills to abolish capital punishment and 
private detective agencies. It has also sanctioned 
a proposed constitutional amendment for the single 
jand tax, with county option. 

Democrats in the Utah House rejected a bill to 
make minor silver colin. a legal tender to any 
amount. The Senate has voted to make the mar- 
riageable age 16 for boys and 14 for girls, disagree- 
ing with the House, which voted to make the ages 
17 and 15 respectively. 

Indiana’s election law has been amended so that 
a pencil, instead of a stamp, will be used in mark- 
ing the ballot. One X may indicate a vote for a 
straight ticket, and fusion is made difficult'by a 
provision that the name. of a candidate may appear 
ohly once upon the ballot. 

More crank bills have been introduced in the 
Kansas Legislature. One would reduce fire insur- 
ance rates 38 per cent and life insurance rates 25 
per cent, and another provides for a State Insur- 
ance Department to insure all the property in the 
State dnd to collect premiums as taxes are col- 
lected. 

Wisconsin, like other States, is troubled with the 
lobby. A correspondent at Madison asserts broadly 
that a large per cent of the bills introduced on the 
last day for receiving new business were presented 
solely for the purpose of furnishing paying jobs 
for a large number of men wiro are recognized as 
professional] sandbaggers. 


Bilis for the repeal of features of the Sunday 
laws have been rejected by the Wisconsin Senate. 
and bills have been passed forbidding the sale of 
cigarets to minors and requiring jurors to be sum- 
mened by mail. This last, if it becomes a law, will 
save to the various counties $100,000 a year in fees 
to Sheriffs and their deputies. 


Each branch of the Indiana Legislature has 
passed an anti-trust bill. They are almost iden- 
tical, and there will be no difficulty in harmoniz- 
ing the measures. The Democrats opposed the 
bills on the ground that as their provisions apply 
only to concerns controlling the output they will 
not embarrass the operations of the trusts. 


The session of the Alabama Legislature has 
ended. Among the most important general laws 
that were passed are the tax commission, the oil 
and mine inspecting laws, the regulation of insur- 
ance business in the State, prohibition of combina- 
tion in rates, the abolishment of the slot ma- 
chines, the prohibiting of pools and gambling de- 
vices of al) kinds, and the exemption to capital, 
not exceeding $50,000, invested in the future in the 
manufacture of cotton In the State. Among the 
most important general, bills that failed are the 
calling of a constitutional convention, to give 
arbitrary powers to the Railroad Commission, to 
take the convicts out of the mines and work them 
on State account, to abolish the leAse system, to 
repeal the Sayre election law, the abolishment of 
bucket-shops, and the prohibition of trusts.

USE OF ARMOUR’SNAME UNAUTHORIZED 
Chicago Packer evsmennenion as Hav- 


ing Declined te Become an Incor- 
porator of International Bank.

At the office of Armour & Co. it was stated 
yesterday afternoon the name of P. D. Ar- 
mour as an incorporator of the International 
American Bank, the bill for the incorpora- 
tion of which was recommended for pas- 
sage by the Congressional House Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency on Wednes- 
day, was unauthorized. Mr. Armour was 
asked to allow his name to be used, accord- 
ing to A. T. Valentine, but he declined. 

Mr. Valentine said the bank was intended 
to facilitate exchanges with South and Cen- 
tral American countries. At present all bal- 
ances have to go to Lond@on for clearance. 

As a primary object of the bill in Congress 
is to facilitate the expansion of American 
trade with Latin republics, particularly with 
Brazil, if the bill passes another of the 
clauses in the reciprocity policy of James 
G. Blaine, it is said, will become ingrafted 
upon the national policy of the country. 

Charlies R. Flint of New York is credited 
with being the leading spirit in the enter- 
prise. The capital is to be $5,000,000, and 
the bank is to have not more than eight 
branches in the United States and as many 
as may be desired in foreign countries. It is 
understood the names of most of the incor- 
porators were used simply to givea national! . 
character to the enterprise, representatives 
of States in all sections of the country being 
included in the lst. The stock will probably 
ny Ruapoutnes almost exclusively in New 

ork. 

New York, Feb. 25.—{Special.]—Charies 
R. Flint of the rubber trust, who is back of 

the scheme for an international American 
bank, will not risk a sanguine prediction 
of the adoption by Congress of the bill for 
the establishment of the bank which has 
just been favorably reported by the House 
Committee on Banking and Finance. The 
bill follows closely the lines of the plan 
prepared by Mr. Flint in 1888, when he was 
delegate to the pan-American congress in 
Washington. That plan, he said, was adopt- 
ed by all the South American republics rep- 
resented at the congress. 


DEFENDS THE TEACHERS’ PENSION LAW 


President Halle of the School Boara 
Has Strong Words fer Those Agi- 
tating for Its Destruction. 


“It is a poor business to monkey with a 
bugz-saw.”’ This is the comment President 
Halle of the Board of Education made yes- 
terday on the action of the public school 
principals who are agitating for the repeal 
of the school teachers’ and employés’ pen- 
sion and retirement law. 

“ That lew is an excellent lew as it stands, 
and I have just as little sympathy with 
those who are attempting to amend it as I 
have with those who are trying to get,it 
repealed or to have it declared unconstitu- 
tional in the courts. The law has not been 
in operation long enough for its provisions 
to be tested and all this talk about reforming 
— repealing it is premature to say the 
east. 

‘ You can always count on my doing every- 
thing I can for the g teacher. This law 
is a boon to the grade teacher, for it gives 
her something to look forward to after she 
has been worn out in the service. It is com- 
plained that the Principals and Superin- 
tendents have to pay more in preportion 
than the grade teachers do. But Supt. Lane 
gets a big salary and I think he can well 
afford to contribute $70 a year to this pen- 
sion fund. It is aleo said that the assees- 
ment ought to be raised from 1 to 2 per 
cent, but I think there is no indication yet 
that such an increase will be needed, 

“Tt am tn favor of keeping the law just as 
it is, and I think # is wrong for any prin- 
cipal or teacher to attempt to create dis- 
satisfaction with it.’’ 


TO FORM A RETAIL BOARD OF TRADE. 


Chicago Drapers’ and ‘Tailors’ Ex- 
change Takes Steps Looking ‘te 
Improvement of Customs Laws. 


In response to a call issued by the Chicago 
Drapers’ and Tailors’ Exchange a meeting , 
was held in the Sherman House yesterday 
afternoon to form an organization to be 
known as the Chicago Retail Board of Trade. 
The objects will be to codperate with a like 
board in New York to secure better laws in 
regard to the admission of goods free of 
duty into the United States. 

Clarles EB. Hyde was elected Temporary 
Chairman and H. G. Purinton Temporary 
Secretary. As a Committee of Organization 
Charles Bb. Hyde, Robert J. Waishe, H. G. 
Purinton, Alexander Dunlop, and M. H. Mc- 
Carthy were chosen.. The meeting ad- 
journed subject to the call of the chair. 

According to Mr. Hyde the movement will 
not be confined to the drapers and tailors, 
but other lines that have suffered will be in- 
vited to join. He stated that the law had 
not been changed since 1799, and in 1895 it 
is estimated that nearly. $47,000,000 worth 
of goods escaped duty. 


DISTRIBUTION OF SCHOOL BALANCES. 


Added to the Appropriations for 1807 
They Make a Fund for All Par- 
poses of $7,433,532. 


Auditor Custer of the Board of Education 
has prepared a statement of the distribution 
of the aggregate of balances unexpended by 
the different departments from the appro- 
priations for 1806. There was left in this 
way a tétal of $814,532, which will be addod 
to the appropriations for 1897, making the 
total fund available for 1897 for all purposes 
$7,438,582. For the year 1898 the board has 
asked the Council to appropriate $7,006,100. 

Of the amount left over from 1896, $585,067 
has been added to the building fund, mak- 


ine a total of $1,585,067. 
The educational fund availablegfor 1897 


is increased $220,465, making a total of 
$5,848,465.

TO KILL COUNCIL’S ACTION AGAINST 
OIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


Mayor Announces His Position and 
Bays He Is Prepared to Defend It at 
the Proper Time—Shrewder Politi- 
clans Dispesed te Keep Their 
Hands Of, and Those Actively 
Baeking Up Brignadelio Are Said to 
Have Designs on the Italian Vote. 


Mayor Swift announced yesterday that he 
would veto the action taken by the City 
Council on Wednesday evening in adopting 
& petition to the General Assembly against 
the civil service law. He announced fur- 
ther that he would speak in defense of his 
course at the proper time. 

The present attacks upon the law are 
credited to small politicians who seek to 
regain lost prestige by reéstablishing the 
old padrone system in. politics and the dis- 
pensation of its spells. 

The Mayor’s position is regarded as sim- 
llar to that of the shrewder politicians of the 
city. These seem unwilling to run up against 
the 50,000 majority which the measure re- 
celved two years ago. And it is generally 
admitted that the law has today more sup- 
porters than it had then and would receive 
a larger vote. 

Of course the men who fought long and 
hard for the law when it was pending as a 
bill in the Legislature and before the people 
are now alive to the importance of giving it 
a fair test in its present form. These say 
the law has proven wonderfully effective, 
and, as yet, scarcely a defect has appeared. 
Two years hence the law will have been fair- 
ly tested, and then it will be thme, they say, 
to correct defects. But this work should be 
rg by the friends, not the enemies, of the 
aw. | 


Spoils System Their Boon. 
Under the old spoils system Ald. “ John- 
nie” Powers and “ Bath House’’ Coughlin 
were credited with control of the Italian 
vote But eivil service, it is asserted, has 
brought ruin to the padrones, removed op- 
portunities for extorting money from jg- 
norant foreigners, and taken away the power 
to drive hundreds to the polls on election day 

to cast votes as the padrones dictated. 
This, it seems, is the cause for the move- 
ment upon civil service reform which was 


started by Representative Brignadello in the 
Legislature, and abetted in the City Council 
by Ald. Gazzolo and other Aldermen, in- 


cluding those who depend for support upon 
the Italian vote. The latter vote is espe- 
cially strong in the Nineteenth Ward, where 
Ald. Powers holde forth, and in Ald. Cough- 
lin’s ward, the First. 

Moreover, it is at this season of the year 
that these politicians aré said to feel their 
weakness most. Heretofore, before a city 
election, it has been customary to put sev- 
eral hundred Italiane on the streets as day 
laborers. Whether needed or 4 ‘hey were 
of immense value in bracing tae primaries 
for the men who could swing the infiuence to 
get them jobs. Their pay, of course, came 
out of the City Treasury. 

For Italian Votes Alone. 


Those who are well informed as to the 
course of affairs in political circles express 
no doubt that the present move to defeat 
the civil service law is started primarily 
in the interest of Italians. The attacks 
upon the law are said to be in the interest 
ox laboring men generally, but it is pointea 
out that in reality they are to the prejudice 
of labor’s interests. Now any able bodied 
laborer stands a chance to get employment 
when the city has need of his services and 
no questions are asked as te his birth or 
nationality. All are treated alike. But 
when the padrones are able to swing their 
immense voting strength at the heads of 
the Aldermen, no one but the Ftalian, it is 
assert2d, is able to obtain a day’s work of 
the city. 

Oné reason why there was alarm yester- 
day in labor circles over the Vouncil reso- 
lution is that there are now between 700 
and S00 men, who have been examined by 
the commission and accepted, and who are 
open to engagements by the city as soon 
as it has need for them. If the law should 
be overthrown now these men would have 
no advantage and would be superseded by 
political favorites, 


Instance of Padrone Robbery. 


It has not been long since the Civil Service 
Commissioners showed up to the public in- 
iquities of padrone robberies. One case 
cited was that of an Italian named Severo 
Stefano, who was charged with obtaining 
from $5 to $10 each from Italians, represent- 
ing that he would use his influemce in getting 
them work as common laborers for the city. 
When the civil service law came into effect 
he tried, it is claimed, to levy the usual con- 
tributions on his countrymen, but the com- 
mission was informed, and it was not long 
before he was brought to book and compelled 
to refund all the money he had extorted. 

While some of the friends of civil service 
reform were disposed to be apprehensive at 
the first showing made by the advocates of 
spoils uneasiness is now giving way to aon- 
viction that the measure for which they have 
labored will not be swept away at the behest 
of small-fry politicians. This does not de- 
ter them, however, from discussing the 
Council’s Wednesday night action and that 
suggested to the General Assembly. 


Words of Civil Service Reformers. 


John H. Hamline is one of those who have 
always stood stanchiy for the law. He said 


es : 

“The bill now before the House is a 
fraud, and it ought never to be passed. The 
only examination given the people who now 
work on the streets, and they are the people 
whom the law wishes to protect, is to ascer- 
tain their physical condition. 

‘It looks to me as if this bill were the 
thin end of the wedge depended upon by the 
spoilsmen to open the way for amendments 
to take the vitals out of the law. 

‘The section of the law that is attagked 
is a guarantee that men will be put on the 
pay-roll withott regard to politics. The 
first strong man will get the first place, and 
no man will work for Chicago who is wnable 
to do an honest day’s work. I think the 
wiser politicians do not wish to monkey with 
the present law.. They remember the major- 
ity by which it was adopted.” 


‘George E. Cole Speaks. 


George E. Cole, President of the Municipal 
Voters’ League, said: “ Under no circum- 
stances must the civil service law be dis- 
turbed until itis at least two years older than 
it is now, and has. had a fair trial before the 

eople. About it the Municipal Voters’ 

ague must rally, to uphold those who 
sustain it and defeat those who oppose it, 
whether legislators or Aldermen.” 

John L. Miller said: “ These attacks are 
intended to defeat the law, and are gotten up 
by those who are hostile to it. If the law 
were amended as suggested by Brignadello, 
one of its great objects would be defeated— 
namely: the prevention of, the stuffing of 

ay-roils for political purposes. The faith- 

ul administration of the law, which we have 
had under the present commission; has pre- 
vented such stuffing, while the test required 
for men of this class has not been such as to 
be onerous, or to exclude any suitable per- 
son.”” ‘ , 

Downey Wants It Let Alone. 


Joseph Downey, Commissioner of Public 
Works, said: ‘‘I think that if the present 
law is let alone it will work itself out. I 
have implicit.confidence that ff given’ time 
: will prove of iimense benefit to the pub- 
ic.” | 

Commissioner Christoph Hotz said: ‘It 
would be a great misfortune if any. 
change were made in the law. Although 
it is still in an experimental state it is work- 
ing smoothly, and thus far no serious de- 
fects have been discovered. 

“What was said in the Council against 
the law cannot be taken seriously, for it 
only shows that the old-fashioned poli- 
ticilans do not wish to give up their patron- 
age. Had they the report of the com- 
misston to the Mayor they would not have 
made so many representations as to the 
nature of the examinations ulred,”’

State President Keating of the A. O. H.

John P. Keating, the State President of the

Inspector Works Upon Three Theories , 
te Unravel the Mystery—Revenge 
and Robbery, Ruled Out as Motives 
for the Crime, Strengthen the Con- 
vietion with the Police That the 
Dead Man’s Family Can Throw 
Light on the Matter. 


Inspector Michael J. Bchaack has become 
more and more convinced that he has on 
his hands an exceedingly difficult problem 
in the unraveling of the Schomaker killing 
at No. 209 Wells street. It was thought on 
Wednesday that the clearing up of the mys- 
tery would be a matter of only a few hours, 
but as various theories are developed and 
rejected as impossible the police are com- 
pelled to fall back on the supposition that 
the family knows more than has been told. 

This belief continues to be emphasized by 
the remarkable contradictions im the evi- 
cence of all the parties concerned. Mrs. 
Schomaker and her daughter tell stories 
in many particulars diametrically opposed, 
end their version, as previously indicated, 
Ciffers from that which Schomaker made 
on his death bed. = 

As the stories. have been told, the trou- 
ble between Schomaker and the alleged rob- 
ber took place in the rear of the room, near 
the end of the bar. A cuffbutton was found 
yesteraay among the glass fragments of 
the front door which was identified as the 
property of Schomaker. It was picked 
up at the point where Miss Clara Schomaker 
is said to have fired at the alleged assail- 
ant. The button was covered with blood 
and consequently it seems Schomaker must 
have been shot already while in the vicinity 
of the door. 


To Examine Hanson Closely. 

Young A. H. Hanson, who ran down Wells 
street in his shirt sleeves for the purpose 
of summoning a physician has told so many 
stories about his connection with the affair, 
it is said, that he will be subjected to a 
searching examination. 

There is amother point the police cannot 
understand. Miss Schomaker says that she 
was aroused from her bed by the sound of 
the shots and she ran down-stairs attired in 
her night clothing. Policeman McLaughlin, 
who was a block away when the shots were 
fired and who ran to the place, saye Miss 
Schomaker had a black wrapper on, that 
her shoes were laced, and that her hair was 
neatly arranged, showing, if his report is 
correct, that she could not have jumped 
from her bed as she had stated. 


Schaack Gives Three Theories. 


Inspector Schaack says in the Schomaker 
case there are three theories to work upon— 
robbery, revenge, and possibly family 
trduble. He is neglecting none: of the the- 
cries. . ‘ 

The revenge theory is negatived to a great 
extent by the statement of Schomaker just 
previous to his death. He reluctantly an- 
swered all questions put to him by Dr. Hen- 
rotin. He seemed to desire to evade an ex- 
amination. If parties had attempted to 
wreak revenge on the old man for some 
real or fancied wrong he certainly would 
have known them, it is held, and would have 
had no objection to giving their names. 

There is not the slightest evidence, it is 
held, that robbery was intended. -Not a 
thing in the saloon was disturbed, and by 
the statement of Schomaker his assailant 
had called him a foul name, and said: “ Now 
I’ve got you.” It is not reasonable to be- 
lleve that Schomaker would not have known 
the man had they had such trouble as to cause 
his assailant to commit a murderous assault. 


Concealment by Schomaker. 


It seems, therefore, to the police that the 
robbery and revenge theories. are both 
eliminated and that Schomaker was con- 
cealing something even on his death bed. 

Another thing which strikes the} police 
as exceedingly strange is the description of 
the murderer. given by Mise Schomaker. 
She says the man was in his shirt sleeves, 

If Miss Schomaker’s statement is true then 
there were three men cormnectéd with the 
shooting who were in their shirt siceves in 
the saloon on the night of the murder. These 
three men were Mr. Schomaker, the mur- 
derer, and young Hanson. The latter two 
ran from the saloon down Wells street 
toward Whiting, according to the various 
statements, Yet only one man was seen 
running down thé street in this attire. This 
was young Hanson. 

Mrs. Schomaker says she was looking out 
of the upper window just previous to the 
shooting when she saw a tall man cross the 
street and enter the saloon. Almost immedi- 
ately came the sound of the shots This 
stranger had on a coat. The police are ask- 
ing if he took this eoat off, and if he did, 
what became of it? -If this personage is not 
a mythical one, who would be interested in 
so hastily concealing his coat and vest? 


Bullets Still Add to the Tangle. 


The police have encountered more@tum- 
bling blocks as to the bullets found in Scho- 
maker’s body. It is now developed that 
two of them were of 832-caliber and the 
other a 38. If this is true two 32-caliber re- 
volvers must have been used, as the police 
found one revolver of this caliber on the 
floor with but one chamber empty. It is 
also said that the 38-caliber bullet found 
in Schomaker’s abdomen does not corre- 
spond with the bullets discharged from Miss 
Schomaker’s weapon. This brings four re- 
volvers into the shooting. 

Schomaker’s 38-caliber revolver, kept be- 
hind the bar, is missing. Hanson said the 
police took it from Mr. Schomaker’s hand, 
but this is denied by Inspector Schaack. 

The inquest, which was to have been held 
yesterday over Schomaker at the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hespital, was continued until 
March 9 at the requést of Inspector Scheack. 
The body was turned over to the family, 
and removed to No. 209 Wells etreet. The 
funeral will be held on Sunday.

‘‘We have found that strychnine is the 
best stimulant. All the men except Stew- 
art take the drug in their mouths, while 
the colored man insists on hypodermic in- 
jections. At the beginning of the race we 
tried morphine, but it affected the digestive 
organs and we were obliged to give it up. 
Kola had the same effect, and it is to this 
drug that I attribute Ashinger’s haggard 
appearance. This man has used kola freely. 

“Cocaine has as good an effect as any 
of the drugs for a time, but its effect is 
short and we have not used it lately. Han- 
nant was all played out on Wednesday and 
I gave him an injection of atrophia. It had 
an excellent effect and he has suffered no 
ill effects except a flushed face. 

‘We find that all the men must be 
humored in their vagaries in order to keep up 
their spirits. Each man has his own ideas 
as to food and care and if we do not follow 
these ideas he becomes downhearted. Stew- 
art would not take any stimulant uwntil

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL IS AMENDED. 


Senate Adds to It and Prunes It, the 
Result Being a Net Increase 
of $1,162,983. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The sundry 
civil appropriation bill was reported to the 
Senate today by the Committee on Appro- 
priations, It carries a net increase of $1,- 
162,983, making a total of $51,827,727. Of 
the increase $440,000 was added on account of 
public buildings and $188,899 for light- 
houses and fog signals and beacons., Large 
decreases were made for rivers and harbors. 
The bill also makes the following additions 
to the House appropriations: 

Continuing the construction: of dams two, 
three, and four on the Ohio River, $400,000; 
improving the great Kanawha in West Vir- 
ginia, $273,000; completing locks and dams 
seven and eight on the Kentucky River, 
$200,000;. for reservoirs at the head of the 
Mississippi River, $10,000. 

One hundred and fifty thousand dollars is 
appropriated for survey of the deep water 
canal to connect the great lakes with the 
ocean; for a branch soldiers’ home at. Hot. 
Springs, 8S. D., $100,000; to continue the sur- 
veys of the Nicaragua Canal route, $150,000. 
The committee also, has inserted an amend- 
ment carrying $1,085,156 to pay additional 
sugar bounty claims.

‘“‘Tt ts not likely that we will be able to 
get the new postal station in the Union 
Depot at Chicago ready for operation before 
March 3,” said Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
egal Jones, “ although it was originally in- 
tended to commence work a few days 
earlier. Advices rece'ved from Postmaster 
Hesing are to the effect that he cannot 
possibly perfect certain details before the 
date I have mentioned. This will make a 
good finish for the administration so far as 
Chicago is concerged and the people of that 
city will be incalculably benefited by the 
proposed change. There will be 135 letter- 
carriers and eighty clerks detailed from the 
main office for service at this depot station 
end they will have an abundance of work 
to keep them busy.

Receiver Is Authorised to Complete 
the Power Plant and Purchase 
Equipment for the Line—Regular 
Schedule Is Now in Operation to 
Biue Island—Lecal Stocks Are Dull 
and Firm—Sales of Diamond Match. 


G. Herbert Condict, receiver for the Bn- 
glewood and Chicago Hiectric railway, re- 
ceived an order from 
the United States Court yesterday author- 
izing him to issue receiver certificates for 
$6:),000, which are to be'a first lien upon the 
property owned by the company, 
for $205,000, which ere to be a sec- 
ond Wen. The $60,000 of certificates 
will be used for the purchase of equipment 
for the electrical plant of the company and 
to pay for cara which have been ordered but 
not yet delivered. The Englewood and Chi- 
cago will complete its power: plant at once 
and will put in operation as many cars as 
traffic on the line demands. 

The engines, dynamos, and other machin- 
ery for the equipment of the power plart 
have been ordered, and within ninety 
days it is expected the plant will be 
equipped for the full operation of the 
road. Twenty cars have béei Ordered from 
the St. Louis Oar company shops, and these 
will be delivéted:by the time the power 
plant is completed, These cars are all open 
and are intended for summer travel. There 
are now in the barns eight closed cars which 
can be put in service ata few days’ notice. 
These, it is estimated; with two old cars 
which were bought by the company to use 
as experimental cars will give the road a 
sufficient equipment for all present traffic. 

The Englewood and Chicago has been 
meaihtaining a regular schedule since Feb. 
1. Only two cars are in operation, and they 


~Jeave the southern terminus at Blue. Island 


and the northern terminus at Sixty-third 
street and Park avenue every seventy min- 
utes. It requires one hour and ten minutes 
for a trip each way, or two hours and twenty 
minutes for the round trip. With this small 
number of cars in operation the receipts are 
now $17 a day, an increase of about 100 per 
cent since the firet schedule was put into 
effect. The cars run from 6 o'clock in the 
morning until" midnight, making connection 
at Sixty-third Street with the South Side Ele- 
vated for down-town, The cars turn off 
from Vincenties. road at One Hundred and 
Bieventh street, and run to Morgan Park 
on both the north and south trips. The 
length of the ifate as now operated is twelve 
miles. 
Expense of Operating the Road. 


In the petition filed by Receivem Condict 
it is announced ‘the operating expenses of the 
road at the present‘ttime are $40 aday. Hach 
additional car added’ will increase the cost 
of operation $8 a day. It is believed the 
traffic will be sufficient to warrant the opera- 
tion of not less than twelve cars after June 
1, which would make the expenses of opera- 
tion $ a day. The road would therefore 
have to carry 2,400 passengers a day before 
it would pay operating expenses, leaving 
out of eonsideration the cost of administra- 
tion and the fixed charges in the way of 
interest on bonds. There is outstanding 
$700,000 of bonds out of the total of $1,000,000 
authorized, which bear 6 per cent. This 
would make fixed charges of $42,000 a year. 
Including operating expenses therefore, and 
bond interest, the road would have to earn 
in the neighborhood of $100,000 a year, which 
would require a traffic of 2,000, passen- 
gers a year or nearly 56,500 passengers a day.

Percy Bdwards has cleared for the Tahiti 
Islands, and with her goes the United Broth- 
erhood of the South Sea Island. The brig 
goes to Tahiti and from that port will sail 
wherever the fancy of those on board dic- 
tates.

and Originality Found in Mr. Da- 
vi %- Verse — Old Materials 
Warmed Over Without Art or Fgqrce 

' —Gist of the Two Stories That Are 
the Best of the Lot. 


An epigram fastened to a man may act as 
a balloon or as a milistone. In comparing 
the merits of two young London poets some 
writer receritly said that Jéhn Davidson 
Was a great man and William Watson was 
a great manner. That epigram isa millstone 
abdut Mr. Davidson's neck now that he 
has attempted again to swim out into the 
His new volume of short 
stories, “‘ Miss Armstrong’s and Other Cir- 
cumstances "’ (Stone & Kimball), would not 
buoy up a school boy, much less a “ great 
man.” 

Mr. Davidson has written some indubita- 
bly strong verse, but, like Will Carleton, he 
is no hand at fiction. There is nathing in 
this collection of stories to recall the power- 
ful swing of “‘ The Ballad of the Making of 
a Poet,” except the similarity of materials. 
Mr. Davidson has not the story-telling gift. 
Indeed, few poets have—Kipling always 
excepted. But the most discouraging feat- 
ure of this prose volume is that it shows Mr. 
Davidson's stock of ideas to be limited and 
perhaps already overworked. 

“ Ballads and Songs,” the strongest of Mr. 
Davidson’s works, concerned itself largely 
with the anti-religious revolt produced by 
the bigoted narrowness of Scotch Calvinism. 
In this he touched some deep and original 
notes. ‘‘ Fleet Street Eclogues ” dealt ‘wigh 
the ‘struggles of the impecunious London 
journalist and of all the multitude that 
groans and sweats to liv@ on “ Thirty Bob 
a Week.” In both volumes Mr. Davidson 
was evidently writing out of his own his- 
tory; he had something to say, and said it 
quite strikingly. 

But when he now comes to work over these 
Same themes, as he does in “ Miss Arm- 
strong’s and Other Circumstances,” the re- 
sult is a taste as of dishwater in which the 


Conway’s schoo! of acting. Imagine the sur- 
prise of the jaded critic at coming all of a 
sudden upon a genuine bit of acting by one 
whose name modestly appeared at the end 
of the list of performers as “ Miss Evelyn 
Heron,” but who was, in reality, none other 
than the author of the little drama itself, 
“A Tangled Web.” She had braved the 
elements in order to secure a performance 
which had already been postponed for lack 
of a leading lady, and revealed a_ talent 
which was never suspected;\for, with all 
due respect to Mr. Conway, it must be said 
there was a glaring discrepancy between 
this natural talent and the trained efforts 
of his pupils. Miss Evelyn Heron—as she 
prefers to be called—has certainly seen Miss 
Olga Nethersole act, but she can hardly be 
blamed for following so good a model. 

As for the play itself, it is cleverly written 
and ingenious, but morbid without relief. 
That is to say, the degeneracy of the heroine 
is not represented in a subtle way. Other- 
wise, the character of this girl, who has 
been driven by the narrow-mindedness of 
her parents to burst the bonds of convention 
and pass almost the bounds of sanity, is 
strong and impressive. 

There are good lines and’ bad lines in the 
dialogue. When the authoress c res the 
public to Zacchaeus, who “could not see 
for the press,” even a newspaper critic is 
amused; but when she repeats old phrases 
the effect is immediately spoiled.
